cent reduction on the incomes of the 
calendar year 3923 payable on Mar. 
15. 


Separation of the proposal relating 


to 1923 incomes from the bill contain- 
ing the general tax revision effective 
upon 1924 incomes now appeal's ine- 
vitable. Both Republicans and Dem 
ocrats are agreed that tho present 
law can more readily be amended by 
the passage of a 
joint 
resoultion 


which refers only to 1323 Incomes so 
that consideration of the-whole tax 
question may not be complicated with 
the problems before the American tax 
payers who are working out their ta.x 
returns this month. 


The Democrats would like to sen 


the joint i-esolutlpn put into effect 
not with a 25 per cent reduction all 
along the line- but with the Gamer 
rates. This would mean in the case 
of smaller Incomes a greater reduc- 
tion than 25 per cent and so far as 
the higher incomes are concerned not 
as much as 25 per cent.

SEPARATIONS FOR THE ALLIES 
'According to dispatches from Paris, 


'the reparations experts have concluded 
to recommend a bond issue of ten billion 
gold marks on the German railroads and 
other revenue-producing properties, sc- 
«ctired by a mortga-ge. The bonds -would 
fce allotted among the allied claimants on 
•the percentage basis adopted at the Spa 
•conference in 1920. _The experts recom- 
jnend also a German "government loan of 
something like §500,000,000 in gold. 


The division of the mortgage-bonds, 


probably bearing six per cent interest 
annually, would be fifty-two per cent to 
France, twenty-six to Great Britain, ten 
to Italy, eight to Belgium, and four to 
the other allies. As the bonds would be 
transferable 
the several 
governments 


could sell them if they v%ished -when mar- 
ket conditions were satisfactory. 


France is expected to draw her ad- 


ministrative organization from the Ruhr. 
It is reasonable to expect that this action 
•would be taken, as the experts appear to 
have taken precautions to give France se- 
curity. 


The mortgage on revenue-producing 


properties is as satisfactory a guaranty as 
.could be obtained. The allies, or any of 
them, could have this security through- 
out the -whole term of the mortgage. 
Every year interest amounting to approx- 
imately 600,000,000 marks -would be 
paid bj Germany, and the allies would 
still hold the bonds as capital. 
In ten 


years the interest payments, at six per- 
cent annually, -would total 6.000,000,- 
000 marks, or in twenty years twice that 
much, or in thirty years 18,000,000,000 
marks, almost twice as much as the par 
value of the bonds. 


The experts seem to have covered the 


principal objections -which might be 
raised to a reparations scheme. They have 
provided security and compensation. A 
mortgage on revenue-producing proper- 
ty, used in commerce, is good security, 
end six per cent interest is good compen- 
sation. 


VOTE ON MELLON PLAN 


A poll of the country has been taken by 


tho Literary Digest on the Mellon tax re- 
duction plan.' Up to date approximate- 
ly 1.400,000 votes have been cast. The 
ballot -was taken in every state of the 
"Union, and of the vote thus far recorded. 
967.S77 are in favor of the Mellon plan 
and 440,774 opposed to it. The major- 
ity is. therefore, considerably more- than 
two to one and it is a significant fact that 
in not a single state was there a majority 
against the administration tax bill. The 
strongest opposition -was in the northwest 
and in the states just west of the Missis- 
sippi river. Even in these states the ma- 
jority vote in the poll is for the plan. 
The average vote of the nine states least 
in favor of the plan, which included Wis- 
consin, is 56 per cent in its favor. 


The poll is. of course, not conclusive, 


but it is not without value in trying to as- 
certain the drift of public opinion on the • 
question of tax revision. 
A referendum, 


conducted by a publication of the charac- 
ter of the Literary Digest presumably 
-would not reach certain groups of citi- 
zens to an appreciable extent. Therefore, 
it cannot be said that the vote is thor- 
oughly representative. It does, however, 
embrace in a representative sense that 
class of the public which has given the 
most thorough thought to tax revision, 
and which is endeavoring to analyze and 
foresee its results. 


A poll of approximately a million and 


a half people necessarily takes in hun- 
dreds of thousands of small taxpayers, 
and shows that they agree with the con- 
tention of Secretary Mellon that a heavy 
cut in surtaxes is desirable and to their 
interest. It is noteworthy in this connec- 
tion that President Coolidge is reported 
to be still standing firmly for the Mel- 
lon bill, and the results disclosed by the 
Literary Digest poll would seem to indi- 
cate that he is on the right ground with 
the people.
